U.S. CYCLE. REGISTRATIONS are expected to jump to 2,200,000 this year, 
when the final tally from the states is completed. This would be an increase of about 
25 percent over last year’s 1,750,000 record, if industry predictions are accurate. 
California as usual leads the states with registrations 318,047 as of last August, 
With the big holiday sales on their way and a dozen big road and track events coming 
in November and December, 1967 registrations in California alone should jump to 
over 350,000. That would be an increase of 50,000. About the same as last year. 
Ohio’s predicted 120,000 registrations earns it second place and third place Illinois 
and 6th place New York will have made the largest gains, percentage-wise, for the 


year. 


THIS 2.2 MILLION FIGURE DOES NOT INCLUDE, however, the vast number of 
unregistered motorcycles that are never used on public highways. I would estimate 
that these “sporting’’motorcycles, including racers, minibikes, farm cycles, tote- 
goats, etc., number nearly half a million in use, 

Pleasure riding seems to be the number one use to which motorcycles are put. 
Transportation-only riders are still the rarest breed. The trade association credits 
competition events, ranging from rallies to professional races, with attracting new 


people to the sport. 


THE AMA ALONE SANCTIONED over 4,000 competitive events last year, and 
counting all the sanctioning associations, large andsmall, the total number of motor- 
cycle events this year will probably top 7,500. How much of that 2.2 million regis- 
trations is a direct result of the growing interest in motorcycle sporting events can 
only be guesstimated. But dealers who cater tothe organized motorcyclist, both road 
rider and competition rider, admit that sales of new motorcycles, parts and acces- 
sories take a noticeable upward turn just before such competitive classics as the 
Dirt Diggers Grand Prix, the Death Valley Run and every Championship. THE BAD 
OLD DAYS when dealers used to have to put on events just to wear out their custo- 
mers' equipment is long past. Now the races and road runs, field meets, etc. are 
promoted by enthusiasts who often have no business connection with the sport other 
than an occasional trip to the motorcycle store. In some ways I wish that the dealers 
would again take an active part in planning events. Their organizational abilities and 
business knowledge is often needed. But on the other hand, isn't it great the way the 
enthusiasts are planning their own fun, unblemished by commercial considerations? 
And don't they sell a lot of motorcycles, parts etc. without even trying?

It’s State Championship 
time for the up-and-over riders and 
their last time at Ascot in ‘67, Titles 
will be at stake in the Novice, Amateur 
and Expert classes and there will bean- 
other special exhibition race featuring 
the Sidehacks.

San Jose announced a healthy schedule 
of indoor events starting in a couple of 
weeks with Fresno and Long Beach to 
follow in a few more.

Right now it shapes up that many 
weekends will find San Jose running on 
Friday night, Long Beach on Saturday 
night and Fresno on Sunday night.

Fresno will host their first indoor 
race the last week in November with 
Long Beach starting their third season 
the first Saturday night in December, 

Don Brymer and his Long Beach 
Arena really opened the flood gates for 
a new type of racing in the West when he 
took a long shot back in 1965. He has an 
even bigger and better show proposed 
for this year. 

He has already had bikini girls, movie 
stars, a rock and roll band, midget race 


' cars, and 100-piece bands and unicycle 


races to go along with the 170-plus 
entries that jam their way into his 
race programs. 

San Jose and Fresno will have a tough 
time topping Brymer and company for 
color and flare. The races at Long 
Beach have also been tops with no seri- 
ous injuries in two full seasons, 

Indoor racing is fast gaining popularity 
out this way and we wonder why more 
promoters in the Midwest and east have 
not jumped on the band wagon as many 
cities back there are blessed with fine 
Arenas and Armorys which are ideal 
for running. 

The Houston Astrodome has taken a 
page out of Brymer's book and will pay 
a $6,000 purse for the Texas event in 
February. They say they will attract no 
less than 35,000 Texans for the show. 
Yes, we said 35,000.

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THE FEDERAL POSITION 


Dear Mr. Clayton: 

Thank you for your letter of October 
10. I appreciate the opportunity to help 
clarify the aims of the National Highway 
Safety Bureau in regard to motorcycle 
satety. 

To me it is truly unfortunate that the 
compulsory helmet question has so 
greatly overshadowed the less contro- 
versial, but constructive steps, the gov- 
ernment has taken on behalf of safety in 
motorcycling. I believe, it is quite signi- 
ficant that there has been established 
within this Bureau a division dedicated 
to making it safer for people to use and 
enjoy motorcycles. 

You asked specifically that I state the 
Department's current view on the sub- 
ject of compulsory helmet laws. Very 
simply our view is this: The value Of 
safety helmets in preventing serious or 
fatal head injuries in motorcycle acci- 
dents has been well proven. We believe 
the effectiveness of the helmets, coupled 
with the high risk of head injury should 
an accident occur, justifies the use of 
helmets by all motorcyclists. We be- 
lieve that compulsory use of helmets is 
the only practical means of getting 
large numbers of motorcycles to wear 
them. While we recognize that helmets 
create certain inconveniences, we donot 
believe they are hazardous in any signi- 
ficent way. We believe that well written 
State laws requiring the use of helmets 
will be upheld by the courts, and that 
eventually these laws will be adopted 
by all States. 

Your letter also mentioned the con- 
cern of your readers about the com- 
pulsory use of boots. At this time we 
have no plans to require use of apparel 
in addition to helmets and eye protec- 
tion. We do, however, believe that people 
should dress appropriately for the type 
of motorcycling in which they are en- 
gaging. We shall stress this concept as 
part of our overall program, 

As a motorcyclist, I share the con- 
cern .you and your readers feel about 
the trend of motorcycle legislation in 
some States. Unjustified restrictions 
upon the use of motorcycles is not an 
adequate solution to the problems of 
preventing needless deaths and injuries. 

Enclosed is a copy of the motorcycle 
safety standard, While some may dis- 
agree with the helmet requirement, there 
can be little disagreement about- the 
reasonableness of the additional require- 
ments. 

I believe, that effective two-way com- 
munication between this office and the 
motorcycle industry, trade publications, 
rider groups and individual motorcy- 
clists, is an essential step toward de- 
veloping well coordinated , effective 
safety programs, Sincerely,

I am encouraged by the efforts of the 
riders, racers, promoters, other inter- 
ested parties and even the stody old 
AMA in regards to proposed 350 limit 
rule, Who knows, cyclists may become 
united yet.

ANNUAL TAFT SCRAMBLES

The oldest continuous scrambles event 
in California (any arguments?) was 
staged once again at the demanding 
Maricopa track by the Taft M.C. on 
Oct. 22. 

After eleven straight years you would 
think that some of the luster would rub 
off, but this year proved to be just as 
popular as past events. The Maricopa 
track has probably created more contro- 
versy than any other track in the San 
joaquin Valley. Riders either hate it or 
tab it their favorite, There is no other 
scrambles track in existence that com- 
mands so much concentration. It is ex- 
tremely tight and ofttimes very slick. At 
the end of the long straight is the trick- 
iest one-eighty turn you ever saw. The 
inside of the turn is hard and slick, 
while the outside is a good training 
ground for those who favor the European 
moto-cross bag. There isa smallgroove 
right in the middle, though, and those 
who were fortunate enough to find it, 
picked up ground on their competition 
in spades. 

Once you get out of the first turn, all 
you have to do is flop your scooter to the 
right for a couple of pops and then jump 
back to the left for a short burst to an- 
other right-hander. A small jump pro- 
vides some excitement for the spectators 
and then you just make it around a tight 
one eighty to the right, another one back 
to the left and follow the sweeper to its 
rather abrupt end and you're back on the 
straight again. All of this has been 
crammed into slightly over five-eighths 
of a mile and there is little time for 
relaxation, If you want to outride some- 
one, go to Maricopa; if you want to out- 
run them, try another track, 

The past couple of years good two- 
fifty riders like Steve Scott and Joey 
Brown have provided most of the action; 


Bridgestone-mounted Jerry Clark, here top- 
ping the second hill of the course, led the 
200 Amateur Main until forced out on the last 
lap by a broken ring. 





this year was no exception, The fastest 
man of the day was a young rider from 
Mendota in Central California, Tod Sloan, 
Tod was on a new 238cc Kawasaki single 
and he. fairly flew. Although Ray Mc 
Carty periodically badgered him on a 
Husqvarna, young Sloan kept his cool 
throughout and treated one and alltoa 
fantastic display of riding ability. Chuck 
Strohmenger edged ahead of Guy Smith 
to nab third spot, 

It shoukin't come as a surprise that 
Mike Lane grabbed off a double win. 
Since this was a double points event 
Mike even further strengthenedhis num- 
ber one standing in two divisions, Ban- 
tamweight and Lightweight. Mike had 
some uneasy moments in the 90 class 
when Randy Matthews applied the pres- 
sure and again the 200 division when 
Randy Smith pushed all the way. 

Lannie Mayes came down from Fresno 
and the long trek was well worth it, 
Mayes guided his Triumph to a convinc- 
ing win in the Open Expert Class.

**«Moto-Cross" MeCarty crossed the line 
in second position - again on a Hus-

Don McKay from Bakersfield 
scored an impressive victory in the 
Open Novice-Amateur final. Don has just 
returned to the Big Iron after a stint on 
the ring-dings and he looks as though 
he’ll be tough to beat.

The 250 Novice class turned out to be 
a real route for someone, I wish I knew 
who.

My husbandis a motorcycle enthusiast. 
I am a chicken. A few months ago Buff, 
my husband, bought a small Honda, In a 
matter of days he was not only riding it 
to work as planned, but aking off in the 
morning (he works nights) and returning 
just in time to go to work.

DRAG RACING 





By Bob Ebeling 


That’s Show Biz 


Joe Smith and his Harley-Davidson 
defeated Triumph in two straight. 

There was no handicap, and there 
should not be, no animosity existed be- 
tween riders or their sponsors, Ed Kretz 
and Laidlaw, nor should there be. It was 
the simplicity of a ‘heads-up’? two out 
of three match race with each combina- 
tion of man and machine pushing for the 
ultimate in power and acceleration. 

Smith proved that his successive week- 
ly wins are not produced by lucky 
charms or talismans, but consistency, 
The big 80-inch Harley turned in a best 
elapsed time of 10.42 seconds and the 
abolute slowest quarter mile was 10.99 
seconds, 

Your reporter’s 40-inch Triumph was 
not the threat that everyone had antici- 
pated, Elapsed times ranged in the low 
eleven second realm while the best speed 
was 128.06 mph. 

In the first of two, Smith accelerated 
out of the hole to a quick lead that was 
not only maintained but increased in 
direct proportion to the distance of a 
quarter mile. The winning elapsed time 
was 10.63 seconds, while t;beling was 
trailing at 11.26 seconds, 

Round two put the pressure on and I 
prepared the Triumph with a frantic 
search for miracles.,.too much time 
used changing gears of a touch trans- 
mission and having to shift at the whim 
of a greamlin that pushed the trans- 
mission from second to neutral on its 
own. Try only two gears and burn off the 
line in third. 

One roller starter was all that was in 


use at Lions Drag Strip. Joe Smith and 
Ebeling fired side by side without diffi- 
culties. 

Each staged and brought the rpm to 
its peak as the last yellow faded and the 
green flashed on. Third gear was a good 
selection for Ebeling as he charged out 
with a good lead, 

At the end of a quarter mile there are 
three electric eyes. The first is one of 
the mile per hour clocks, second is the 
E.T. clock and winner's light, while the 
third is the final mph clock. 

Ebeling was ahead at the first light, 
behind by a spoke at the winners light 
and well behind at the final light, Joe 
Smith was down the quarter mile in 
10.99 seconds. There was an advertised 
three rounds of match racing, but as 
Smith and Ebeling now know, some of 
this drag is not all racing, for C.J, Hart 
said to forget the third race since the 
Harley won two in a row. 

It is interesting to note that the racers 
were being paid per race and not a flat 
amount for winner or runner-up. Oh, 
well, that’s not racing, but show biz, 


Honda Beats Harley 


Deep in the heart of Texas and racer 
Dan James is the drag strip at Austin 
Raceway Park. Austin is a new raceway 
that has run a schedule of twelve events 
in which classes have been provided for 
bikes in nine of the racing days. 

It is now almost time to button up for 
the bitter winters that strike the Texas 
area. Owners and spectators were bois- 
terous in their satisfaction at the show 
provided by cycles and as a result there 
are big promises for the not too distant 
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1968 racing season. 

How is it that Dan James holds Austin 
deep in his heart? Well, that’s where 
man holds his bitterness as well as joy. 
On Sunday, Oct. 22nd, James was de- 
feated by the 160cc Honda of Tony 
Darlean. 

Austin’s eliminations are run on à 
handicap system. The elapsed times for 
handicapping are taken from the record 
book, so you had better be running 
equal or better than that record. 

A final race was between Dan James 
modified 76-inch XLCH and Tony Dar- 
lean's modified 160cc Honda. The bike of 
Darlean left the starting line approxi- 
mately five seconds ahead of the Harley 
and was at the finish lights a wheel 
tread ahead. The race was close enough 
to draw spectators to their feet and 
respond with a standing ovation for the 
160 Honda's win. Tony Darleanturnedan 
elapsed time of 17.05 seconds and tripped 
the mph clocks at 71.81 mph. 

Somehow I receive the impression that 
Dan James would like to tear out the 
handicap wiring system plus the Honda’s 
ignition. 

ARP, or Austin Raceway Park, has 
the best organized drag program in 
Texas for cycles. Tommy Connors isthe 
cycle director is behind it all. Like or 
dislike handicapping, it’s the only Texas 
program headed by a man intent on 
providing an equal chance for all cycle 
competitors and increasing their position 
in the rank and file of drag racing 
programs. 


At The Beach 


On Sunday the race for top bike in 
both street and gas divisions produced a 
variety of action at Lions Drag Strip. 

De Salvo’s Harley-Davidson was not 
closely contested, for his 10.88 second 
elapsed times produced a two second 
edge over the competition. The top gas 
honors were won by De Salvo at 126.40 
mph. 

Bruce Miller's sponsor ** Brackett', is 
really doing the tricks with a 55-incher. 
Bruce won top street honors with a 
12.12 - 110.86 time ticket. 

The very close contention was pro- 
vided by Dick Strickland and his 650cc 
BSA. Dick’s elapsed time was a 12.95, 
while he tripped the mph clocks at 
103.60 mph. 

Strickland also won his bracket at 
Lions, thus went home with about $20.00 
more than he had arrived with. Not bad 
for a casual day of Sunday fun.
